ITH summer come vacations and travel and play. |

time for frolic. He has created us for gladness and joy. 

We become as idolaters, worshipping at secondary altars, 
when we revel in His forests and mountains—but forget Him. 
With no intention of neglecting Him, we may nonetheless be- 
come so enraptured by the relaxations of the summer that we 
fail to pause in praise and thanksgiving. 

To be sure, the heavens declare His glory and the firma- 
ment shows forth His handiwork. We can worship Him 
under the dome of the sky and against the cadences of the | 
rushing stream. But He has set aside hours and places for 
our disciplined worship of Him. The church bells on Sunday 
summon us to gather together in a company dedicated to 
thank Him.

Children who are given recess from church during 
vacation months may quite readily conclude that worship | 
may never be too important. Our children’s minds have a 
sharp intuition.

‘There Hre Lessons 


IFE is a school. There are lessons to be learned. There 

are tests to be met. Until the final moment of gradua- 

tion, when death releases us from this earth-bound school 
room, we will have our studies before us. 

The Apostle Paul, speaking to his young friend Timothy, 
gives this counsel, “Study to show thyself approved unto 
God...” This entire universe is God’s great school room. 
He designs the curriculum; He gives the examinations. We 
do our lessons for Him. Whatever approval we win from our 
fellowmen is of secondary importance. We study to win God’s 
approval. 

Many a man has had the plaudits of the crowd ringing in 
his ears, only to shrink away ashamed. For he knows the crowd 
is fickle, often ignorant and blind over against the true values 
of life. And he knows that the approval they give may be no 
real measure of his integrity or honesty. He can deceive the 
crowd into giving him a passing grade; he cannot deceive God. 

The Apostle gives Timothy this further advice, “. . . show 
thyself approved . . . a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” The important 
lesson, after all, is God’s own Word of Truth. 

This Word declares that no man, however impressive his 
inventory of achievements, can fulfill.God’s assignment of 
holiness and righteousness. The year that is ending may have 
been a good year. You may have learned many good lessons, 
and learned them well. But at best, you will need now the 
lavish mercy of God. You cannot pass the examination on 
your own. Fortunately for you and me, there is mercy in this 
hour. Jesus Christ, by His life, death and resurrection, has 
provided us a way. He covers our sins, erases them, and pre- 
sents us faultless before the great Divine Examiner. In this 
Word, the Word of His Holiness and the Word of His Mercy, 


we come to the hour of accounting with courage and peace.
